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Council Deals with Multi-Faceted 
Public Works Department Budget 


The Greenbelt City Council 
tackled the city’s Public Works 
Department budgets at a work- 
session on Monday, May 2. All 
members of council, along with 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin and City Treasurer Jeff Wil- 
liams, were in attendance. Public 
Works was represented by Direc- 
tor Kenny Hall, Assistant Direc- 
tor Carolyn Clemens, Superinten- 
dent of Operations Lesley Riddle 
and Recycling Coordinator Luisa 
Robles. 

Although two complicated 
topics were on the agenda, the 
meeting started late and coun- 
cil opted to refer them to later 
council sessions. These were 
proposed debt refinancing and 
consideration of a new bond 
authorization for certain capital 
projects. 

At the beginning of the work- 
session, McLaughlin provided 
several handouts relating to Pub- 
lic Works operations and city

facilities that have been the sub- 
ject of previous council requests. 
One was a current inventory of 
Greenbelt parks that lists about 
55 city parkland parcels totaling 
just over 515 acres. Also listed 
is the 1,100-acre Greenbelt Park 
(national) and the state-owned 
wetlands area (75 acres) west of 
Cherrywood Lane in Greenbelt 
West. 
Contract Services 

Another document was an up- 
to-date tabulation of the 14 con- 
tracting organizations providing 
services for the city’s facilities. 
These services include fire alarm/ 
sprinkler system testing, emergen- 
cy generator services, pest con- 
trol, housekeeping and cleaning, 
elevator service, water treatment 
and gymnasium floor refinishing 
and maintenance. Such con- 
tracts for Fiscal Year 2011 total 
$128,336. 

A third tabulation listed 
square-footage calculations, age

When you first meet Ahmed 
you are captivated by the comfort 
and ease with which she listens 
and speaks with complete strang- 
ers. We had never met, yet I in- 
stantly felt a connection between 
her well-mannered humility and 
her warm regard for others. 

In the fall Ahmed, who lives 
in Bowie, will enter the Univer- 
sity of Maryland with plans to 
pursue a biology/pre-med major. 
Her love for science and people 
will serve her well. She already 
possesses a tremendous ability for 
caring and communicating that 
should translate into an honest-to- 
goodness bedside manner. 

The night I met her at the 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) senior awards ceremony, 
she received several awards — she 
was one of 71 members of the 
class of 2011 who maintained a 
4.0 GPA or above — she received 
the Marguerite DeRosa Scholar- 
ship and the National Honor 
Society Scholarship. 

But what most impressed me 
was her presentation of the Na- 
tional Honor Society Outstand- 
ing Teacher Award. She gave a 
spirited and eloquent introduction 
as the president of the National 
Honor Society for her AP Chem- 
istry teacher, Coit Hendley.

Ahmed is an organizer. She 
created the Do Something Club her 
junior year and served as its presi- 
dent. She also served as president 
for the school’s SADD and Na- 
tional Honor Society chapters. 

Ahmed also received a citation 
from Governor Martin O’ Malley 
for outstanding service. In keep- 
ing with her club’s name, Ahmed 
has truly done something with 
her time at ERHS. 

Volunteer Activities 

The many volunteer involve- 
ments in Ahmed’s school, com- 
munity and mosque are extensive. 
They range from collecting school 
supplies, jeans, nonperishable 
foods, money and small toys and 
trinkets to creating cards, writ- 
ing thank you letters to overseas

and staffing for all municipal 
facilities. This document showed 
growth in existing city facilities 
from 1937 (outdoor pool, 5,000 
sq. ft.) to 2009 (with the new 
Public Works buildings and the 
Buddy Attick Park restrooms to a 
city-wide grand total of 192,575 
sq. ft.). These documents not 
only describe land and the fa- 
cilities maintained by the city but 
also reflect areas of responsibility 
for the Public Works Department 
employees. 

The last handout provided a 
comprehensive analysis of the 
Equivalent Greenhouse Gas Emis- 
sions (eCO2) produced by build- 
ings owned and operated by the 
City of Greenbelt. The city man- 
ager provided the eCO2 analysis 
for the years 2005 through 2010 
to show council the actual kilo- 
watt hours (KwH) of energy con- 
sumed per year per city building 
and by street lights, and for 2009 
and 2010, the adjusted KwH that 
take into account “Wind Cred- 
its” the city has earned through 
purchase of wind energy credits 
from Clean Currents (15 percent 
in Fiscal Year 2010 and 100 per- 
cent starting in FY11). 

During 2009 and 2010 the total 
KwH used by city buildings were 
4,344,353 and 4,347,447 for those 
years respectively. Thus, the KwH 
“reduced” by purchasing Wind

Middle School Task Force 
Explores Plans for Future

Only a few people showed up 
to speak at the second Greenbelt 
Middle School Task Force hear- 
ing to give their thoughts on 
how the old Greenbelt Middle 
School (GMS) building, soon to 
be vacated when an adjacent new 
building is completed, can serve 
the Greenbelt community. The 
hearing was held on May 10 at 
the Greenbelt Community Center, 
once also a school building (ele- 
mentary) and now a multipurpose 
city facility. 

Task force Vice Chair Beatrice 
Rodgers and Chair David Lange 
conducted the meeting. Three 
members of the city’s Senior 
Citizens Advisory Committee 
were there to speak: Betty Timer, 
chair; Brenda Cooley, liaison 
to the task force; and Bunny 
Fitzgerald. Paul Shackelford, 
chair of Turning Point Academy, 
also spoke. 

Rodgers commented that the 
turnout was quadruple that of 
the first hearing, which had been 


held at the Greenbriar Terrace 
Room a week earlier. 

In opening remarks, Rodgers 
noted that the task force would 
be considering a revised pro- 
posal on Thursday, May 12 that 
would conclude that retention of 
the entire old school building is 
not feasible. This conclusion is 
based on a 2009 architect’s esti- 
mate of a total rehabilitation cost 
of $15 million, $9 million greater 
than funds available. 

As an alternative, the commit- 
tee will consider proposing that 
needed services be offered in a 
combination of existing facilities, 
including a much smaller GMS 
building. To better enable Frank- 
lin Park residents in utilizing 
these various facilities, the com- 
mittee will propose expanding 
shuttle bus service now provided 
by Franklin Park. 

Four alternatives for a reduced 
facility are to be considered,

Current GHI Board Holds 
Last Pre-election Meeting

The nine-member Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) board of di- 
rectors conducted business for 
the last time in its current con- 
figuration on May 12. Elections 
for five of the nine board seats 
will take place over a two-day 
span beginning May 18 when 
the annual membership meeting 
recesses at the conclusion of the 
business portion of the meeting. 
The newly-reconstituted board 
will convene for the first time on 
May 26 when the officers will be 
elected. 

Agenda items on May 12 were 
mostly routine except for con- 
tinued planning for an orderly 
transition to a new general man- 
ager. Current Manager Gretchen 
Overdurff will retire in December 
after 17 years as chief executive. 

To facilitate this change, two 
major decisions were made. 
First, the updated job description 
for the general manager position 
was approved. This three-page 
document describes 17 essential 
job functions, necessary qualifica- 
tions, desirable experience and in 
addition provides a description of 
physical demands of the position. 
A separate one-page supplement 
describes 10 guidelines for how 
the general manager should inter- 
act with the board. 

At the April 28 board meet- 
ing President Suzette Agans, on 
behalf of the board, told Assistant 
General Manager Eldon Ralph 
to submit a letter of application, 
resume and completed GHI forms 
within 30 days. There appear to 


be no plans for a broader search 
for candidates. 
Transition Services 

The board’s second major 
decision was to approve a re- 
quest for a proposal (RFP) for 
a management firm to conduct 
a smooth transition to the new 
general manager. The RFP will 
be sent to four known firms and 
to any others expressing interest 
in bidding. 

The RFP contains four ma- 
jor sections: (1) Meeting with 
outgoing general manager and 
developing a written manual of 
standard operating procedures, 
(2) Conducting workshop(s) for 
the board and incoming general 
manager, (3) Assisting the new 
general manager with the orga- 
nizational assessment of current 
departments and staffing and 
developing a plan for any needed 
restructuring based on GHI goals 
and priorities, (4) Making an 
executive coach available to the 
new general manager. 

A period of overlap is planned 
for the retiring and incoming 
general managers to work to- 
gether. 

Town Hall Report 

A 17-page document has been 
produced that summarizes an- 
Swers to questions posed at the 
January 23 Town Hall Meeting 
that focused on the pilot project 
and community-wide upgrade.

Credits for those years were 
4,018,525 and 3,695,330 re- 
spectively. In addition to the 
calculated “wind energy reduc- 
tions” McLaughin noted the 
city achieved $100,000 in sav- 
ings through the Clean Currents 
program. 

This reporter questioned 
whether the “reduced” eCO2 
footprint calculated through the 
use of the wind energy credit 
program was “real” or “illu- 
sory” since the actual energy 
consumed by the city through 
the “grid” cannot be determined 
as to “source” (coal, natural 
gas, wind or solar) and that the 
most energy entering the grid is 
produced by burning coal, oil or 
natural gas. 

He answered that the city’s 
participation in the Clean Cur- 
rents program through the pur- 
chase of wind energy credits 
promotes the generation of en- 
ergy by wind, eventually in- 
creasing the percentage of wind 
energy entering the U.S. electri- 
cal supply grid. 

Budget Highlights 

Reflecting the range of re- 
sponsibilities the department 
fulfills, the budget includes 
funds for the Greenbelt Connec- 
tion bus service, recycling and 
refuse collections, city facili- 
ties maintenance and custodial 
operations, horticultural, parks, 
ball field and playground up- 
keep and fleet management of 
city-owned vehicles. 

In his brief report introduc- 
ing the department budget, Pub- 
lic Works Director Kenny Hall 
noted the department has been 
carrying out these diverse func- 
tions with a net three positions 
fewer during the past two years 
and that the FY12 budget re- 
flects a net four positions down 
for the department to a full time 
equivalent (FTE) of 50.5. 

The departmental function 
losing an FTE for the new fis- 
cal year is Street Maintenance. 
Overall the net loss of four 
FTEs over the past several years 
has been due to the depart- 
ment’s removal of its “Spe- 
cial Operations” function in the 
staffing chart. That function 
was instead absorbed into other 
department categories. 

In addition to staff reduc- 
tions, other issues for FY12 
include completion of a tree 
master plan to recover from se- 
vere storm damage over the past 
two years. The plan includes 
replacement of 100 trees in both 
FY11 and FY12. 

Sustainability Plan 

In the area of Energy Effi- 
ciency and Sustainability, Public 
Works will utilize a Sustainabil- 
ity Master Plan being developed 
by the city’s Advisory Commit- 
tee on Environmental Sustain- 
ability (Green ACES). In FY12 
energy-saving initiatives will be 
funded using Energy Efficiency 
and Conservation Block Grant 
funds. 

These energy saving oppor- 
tunities will focus on two of 
the city’s largest facilities, the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center and 
the Community Center. In the 
recycling program, the city will 
continue to provide new 65-gal- 
lon rolling carts for homeown- 
ers in Greenbelt neighborhoods 
at about 50 per year. 

New cart distribution started 
in the Boxwood subdivision and 
then in Greenspring I in Green- 
belt East. Experience with the 
new carts has been positive, 


with users reporting greater ease 
in dealing with recyclables and 
a higher recycling volume. 

For FY12 total Public Works 
salaries amount to $2,688,700, 
$8,100 less than the adopted 
budget for FY11 and $31,400 
more than the estimated actual 
salary expenditures for FY11. 

Of the total FY12 Public 
Works salary budget, $115,000 
is for overtime. The depart- 
ment’s administration budget for 
FY12 totals $1,116,600, $14,000 
less than for the prior year. 
Nearly all items are decreased 
except for maintenance and 
repair of the new Public Works 
buildings which is increased 
by about $10,000. Hall attrib- 
uted these increases to higher 
than expected costs for service 
contracts for the generator and 
other new equipment. 

The Maintenance of Mul- 
tipurpose Equipment Account 
shows a slight increase from 
FY11. The total for FY12 is 
$285,100 which is $23,100 
more than that budgeted last 
year. 

Motor Maintenance 

Most of the increase occurs 
in Motor Equipment Mainte- 
nance, just over $17,000 for 
FY12 because of higher pro- 
jected fuel costs. Council and 
staff discussed the implications 
of selecting appropriate fuels 
for the diesel part of the city’s 
fleet. Hall asked for council’s 
feelings about returning to bio- 
diesel fuels since fewer natural 
gas vehicles are available and 
hybrid vehicles are more ex- 
pensive. 

He said the department could 
switch to 20 percent bio-die- 
sel but that amount is not in- 
cluded in the proposed budget. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
spoke against going back to 
bio-diesel. For the environment 
he felt the city should not con- 
tinue to invest in a diesel fleet 
and would be better off looking 
at natural gas vehicles. 

Mayor Judith Davis, on the 
other hand, saw electric vehicles 
as the wave of the future. She 
hoped the city would seek grant 
funds for electric vehicle charg- 
ing stations in Greenbelt. 

Expenditures for street main- 
tenance will total $677,900 in 
FY12 — $32,000 less than was 
budgeted in FY11 and $45,200 
less than actually spent in 
FY11. Most accounts are even 
or less than those for FY11 but 
an increase of $10,000 is pro- 
jected for street landscaping. 

McLaughlin has advised 
council that the state will in- 
crease the city’s share of High- 
way User Revenues and the 
proposed budget will be adjust- 
ed to reflect the actual increase. 

A separate account deals with 
Greenbelt’s share of expenses 
for the Four Cities Street Clean- 
ing operation. The proposed 
FY12 budget shows a $14,000 
increase, with a proposed 
$86,800. Because council had 
recently met with their four-city 
counterparts, they discussed the 
dissatisfaction of some the other 
cities with current arrangements 
for use of the sweeper. 

From Public Works’ view- 
point, the sweeper experience 
has been poor this past year 
due to “excessive” mechanical 
problems. Public Works direc- 
tors from College Park, New 
Carrollton and Berwyn Heights 
are discussing with Greenbelt 
possible options including re- 
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placement of the vehicle which 
was purchased in 2007. The 
FY12 budget does not include 
funds for the city’s share of a 
replacement vehicle. 

Waste Collection 

The Waste Collection Budget, 
with 2,424 residential custom- 
ers, maintains a steady amount 
of refuse taken to the county 
landfill — 1,600 tons per year. 
For a slightly larger number of 
recycling customers (2,591), the 
city’s current recycling totals 
are at the 2,200 to 2,300 level. 
Some 2,350 tons are projected 
for: FY 12. 

The total Waste Collection 
budget for FY12 is projected at 
$730,400, about $25,000 lower 
than for FYI1. Because the 
fee-based system has operat- 
ed at a deficit during the past 
several years, McLaughlin has 
proposed an increase of $4 in 
the refuse fee, amounting to 
a quarterly household fee of 
$67 or $268 on an annual ba- 
sis. The recycling-only fee for 
some customers is proposed to 
increase by 5 percent. 

Most non-commercial areas 
of Roosevelt Center are city- 
owned and maintained by Public 
Works. In addition, the Center 
hosts about 22 permitted events 
each year which rely upon city 
crews for preparation and clean- 
up. 
The city’s ownership of the 
Old Greenbelt Theatre also ac- 
counts for expenditures for rou- 
tine maintenance and upkeep. 
The proposed FY12 budget for 
Roosevelt Center is slightly 
increased to $76,600, up from 
$73,200 budgeted in FY11 but 
less than estimated FY11 ex- 
penditures of $87,000. Higher 
than expected expenditures to 
repair a water line break and 
unanticipated repairs to the the- 
ater marquee and HVAC repairs 
were noted as reasons for the 
higher FY 2011 expenditures. 

Cemetery Budget 

The budget proposed for the 
city cemetery will remain at 
$5,100 for FY12. This amount 
covers the cost of lawn mainte- 
nance and preparing graves for 
burial. 

The budget for traffic control 
is proposed to increase from 
$100,000 in FY11 to $129,600 
in FY12. Besides salary in- 
creases this amount will fund 
the painting of new crosswalks 
in Greenbelt East in response to 
the traffic calming study done 
several years ago. 

The proposed budget for 
maintenance and upkeep of the 
Municipal Building reflects an 
$8,000 decrease (from $83,900 
estimated expenditures for 
FY11). There were one-time 
expenditures last year for ex- 
tensive carpet replacement and 
installation of energy-efficient 
lighting. 

Public Works also operates 
the intracity transit service, 
the Greenbelt Connection. It 
operates seven days a week by 
trip reservation. These expen- 
ditures are mainly salaries for 
driver and maintenance. Pro- 
posed for FY12 at $77,500, they 
show a slight increase over last 
year’s estimated expenditure of 
$76,500. 

Mayor Davis suggested that 
fees for this service should 
be evaluated and an increase 
considered for FY12. The 
city expects delivery of a new 
bus for this service from the 
county. 
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service members, picking up trash 
at the Anacostia River clean-up 
and donating to Locks for Love. 

The list goes on. Her interests 
are as varied as her service hours 
are long.

Ahmed 
was named Player of the Year by 
their coach in her second season, 
an award she is thrilled to talk 
about. Awards have also come 
to her in the area of Science Fair 
participation. 

Ahmed is many things, though I 
see her as a pioneer and explorer. 
She has spent her four years of 
high school exploring vast avenues 
of teenage experience, knowing it 
is Okay to be herself wherever she 
goes and whatever she does. She 
is excited to be able to attend col- 
lege and will undoubtedly explore 
all that has to offer her. 

Ahmed joins Erin Donn and 
Brendan Cusack (also a Universi- 
ty of Maryland student) and Joel 
Sparkes (University of Michigan) 
as current recipients.

Greenbelt Team Is a Winner 





Greenbelt K-9 Rambo and his handler MPO John Dewey 
took first place at Region III Patrol Dog certification trials 
in Charles County April 30 through May 1. Greenbelt’s 
K-9 unit entered three handler/dog pairs as a team. In 
team competitions the team of Cpl. Robert Musterman/K-9 
Rocky, MPO Barry Byers/K-9 Leon and Dewey/Rambo 
placed second overall. In individual competition Rambo and 
handler Dewey dominated all 39 teams placing first overall 
and winning the Cahill Award for combined apprehension 


and obedience. 
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ranging from a minimum of the 
original 1937 building plus the 
1953 gym to a maximum of the 
entire front of the building facing 
Edmonston Road plus the media 
center addition. 

Future Plans 

Rodgers noted another concern 
of the committee. The owners of 
Franklin Park at Greenbelt Station 
(originally Springhill Lake apart- 
ments) are making a serious effort 
to bring in as tenants students 
attending the University of Mary- 
land as well as military personnel 
relocated to the Fort Mead area. 

If successful, these efforts 
could significantly change the 
needs for services for this area 
of the city. At present Frank- 
lin Park is the only residential 
area in Greenbelt West, although 
more housing is to be built at the 
Greenbelt Station development, 
now on hold because of the de- 
pressed economy. 

Timer, who administered a 
senior center until her retirement, 
said that program needs for se- 
niors “could be expanded by a 
whole page.” Some activities of a 
community center to serve senior 
needs are health information, com- 
puter classes, financial planning 
and information, estate planning, 
volunteer opportunities and social 
involvement. 

While these kinds of servic- 
es are already happening at the 
Greenbelt Community Center, they 
are not available on the “other 
side,” she said. Timer felt these 
services needed to be in “your 
neighborhood” and everywhere. 
She noted that according to census 
data, 26 percent of Franklin Park 
residence units included at least 
one senior. 

Cooley told Task Force lead- 
ers that there was a disorientation 
between the Greenbelt West apart- 
ments and old Greenbelt. When 
she was a resident of Springhill 
Lake, she said, she had not been 
aware of Old Greenbelt. Nor do 
the two elementary schools have 
any relationship to one another. 

Fitzgerald said that a Spring- 
hill Lake mother had told her 
how difficult it was for her and 
her children to get by bus to the 
city’s facilities in Old Greenbelt. 
She thought maybe having another 
facility might help her exercise 
class which now meets at the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
during summer when the Commu- 
nity Center gym is used for other 
programs. 

However, she said that some 
seniors were concerned that if 
there was another city facility, 
some programs now at the Com- 
munity Center would be moved 
to the new facility. Cooley noted 


a senior concern with security in 
Greenbelt West. 
Turning Point 

Shackelford expressed an inter- 
est in the Turning Point Academy 
having the entire school build- 
ing, if that were possible. The 
academy hopes eventually to ex- 
pand to include high school. The 
school presently has 464 students 
in 20 classrooms. There is a 
waiting list. It would like to ex- 
pand to 700 students in 35 to 40 
classrooms. Currently the school 
shares space with the Trinity As- 
sembly of God church. “We are 
good neighbors,” Shackelford said, 
“and get along with the church; 
but with sharing, some things 
happen.” 

Turning Point Academy is a 
charter school, the only charter 
school, according to Shackelford, 
to provide bus transportation for 
students. The goal of the school 
is to change the children of Prince 
George’s County. For the com- 
munity to buy into this goal, com- 
munity involvement will be neces- 
sary, he said. 

The school holds a “discovery 
night” once a month, he said, at 
which parents join children in 
learning. 

Weekend parent and children 
activities are also held. 

The school uses the Hyde Pro- 
cess, originally established by 
Joseph W. Gauldat at the Hyde 
School in Bath, Maine, and is 
now used by a number of noted 
private academies in the New 
England area. 

Shackelford said that those 
students’ parents have to pay high 
tuition fees for an educational 
concept that Turning Point is of- 
fering to students in this county. 
(As a charter school, Turning 
Point receives county funds for 
each student attending.) 

Cooley expressed concern 
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about space and safety issues 
with seniors and children sharing 
a building and involving school 
buses. 

Time Line 

Lange said the current school 
building will be vacant in 15 
months but not available for use 
until 2015 because of necessary 
rehabilitation work. The task 
force will complete an interim 
report to the city council in June 
for council use in meeting with 
school planners. The commit- 
tee’s final report is scheduled for 
September. 

Retention of the entire build- 
ing is not feasible, Lange said. 
Though the needs are still valid, 
they must be met at smaller cost. 
Demolition 1s cheaper than re- 
habilitation, he said, although 
the cost of demolition is not yet 
known. The committee is there- 
fore considering four alternatives 
to reduce the building size. 

Lange noted that Franklin Park 
is providing a shuttle service with 
13 stops. This can be used by 
residents to get between the vari- 
ous existing and planned facilities 
at Franklin Park. The old Giant 
building at the neighborhood 
shopping center at Franklin Park 
is to be converted into a fitness 
and child care center, Lange said. 

The Campfire program is to 
move into a new location in a 
building operated by Franklin 
Park, he added. Lange said he 
is uncertain as to how useful that 
facility will be. A facility for 
use by military families is to be 
developed but Lange thinks that 
will be more like a bar. Senior 
activities, he thinks, might need 
to be clustered at the old middle 
school and not intermixed with 
children’s activities. 

“We need the city to give 
guidance to the school system for 
use of the building,” Lange said.

Arthritis Foundation Honors Jean Mattie 


The Arthritis Foundation has 
honored Greenbelt’s Arthritis Walk 
organizer, Jean Mattie, as a cham- 
pion in the fight against arthritis. 
Named ahead of last Saturday’s 
Sth annual Greenbelt walk, held at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School’s 
track, Mattie is the Foundation’s 
2011 Walk honoree. Mattie is also 
the local walk’s top fundraiser. 

A former Plateau Place resi- 
dent, she now lives in Lanham. 
Like many arthritis sufferers, 
Mattie lives with daily pain but 
she remains fully engaged in 
life, volunteering with the Prince 
George’s Community College 
Alumni Association, her neigh- 
borhood civic association and the 
Arthritis Foundation. Diagnosed 
in 1980 at 18 years old, Mattie 
has spent years educating herself 
and others on strategies for cop- 
ing with arthritis. 


Many arthritis sufferers dis- 
cover their biggest support comes 
from their family. For Mattie, 
this includes her husband of 26 
years, his 89-year-old mother 
(who has severe osteoporosis), 
their two dogs, two cats, a bird 
and the newest rescues, two kit- 
tens. “Many people ask why I 
don’t stay home and rest and my 
reply is that God and I have a 
deal — on the days he allows me 
to get out of bed, I do something 
for someone somewhere.” 

The autoimmune disorder ar- 
thritis can affect children as early 
as a year old. There is currently 
no cure for arthritis, only a series 
of treatments that aim to control 
and prevent further damage to 
the joints and other tissues. It 
can be a crippling, life-changing 
disease and can strike at any age; 
its prevalence is surging and af-
